Vice President Lewis will leave 
for eastern Ohio tomorrow and from 
there he probably will go to the mining 
district of West Virginia. 

Vice President Lewis said tonight that 
during the next year he will be in In- 
dianapolis at the headquarters of the 
United Mine Workers the greater part 
of the time. It is the intention of the 
officers to devote much time this -ear 
to the unorganized districts of the cuvun- 
trv,

NEGROES KILLED 
BY BAD WHITES 


Desperadoes Fired Into 
House Where Festival Was 
in Progress, 


Waycross, Ga., February 8.—(Special.) 
Meager details of a riot which occurred 
between two white men and a crowd of 
negroes at Beach's still reached this city 
today. 

Two negroes are said to have been 
killed and nine others wounded, one of 
them mortally. Three of the wounded 
were women, but their injuries are not 
serious, 

‘The shooting was done while a negro 
fest{val was in progress about 11 o'clock 
last night. 

The report is that two white men well 
known in that section went to the festl- 
val, and after having a little difficulty 
with some of the negroes blocked the 
two doorways of the building in which 
the negroes were dancing and com- 
menced firing into the crowd with shot- 
guns. 

The negroes made a wild scramble to 
get out of the building, while the men 
fired shot after shot into the writhing 
mass of humanity. The house was quick- 
ly cleared of all except some’ of the 
wounded, and the men are said to have 
entered the building and tied the wound- 
ed and dead negroes together. 

They then left and returned a short. 
time later and cut the cords that bound 
the negroes, An inquest was held by the 
coroner over the dead bodies of the men 
today, but their verdict has not yet been 
announced. 

The two white men whom it ts claimed 
did the shooting have not yet been ar- 
rested nor have they attempted to leave 
the neighborhood. One of them is said 
to be a desperado who has been in a 
number of difficulties with negroes, but 
has usually managed to escape punish- 
ment. The two men were said to have 
been intoxicated, 

Beach's still is in Coffee county, about 
22 miles from Waycross. In this section 
of Coffee county several riots have oe- 
curred between the negroes and whites 
during the past ten years, and there 
re many desperate men of both colors 
In that neighborhood.

SENATOR LONDON TALKS. 


Tells of Interesting Feature of New 
Revenue Bill. 

Raleigh, N. ¢C., February 8&.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution correspondent this af- 
ternoon interviewed Senator London, 
chairman of the subcommittee of the 
joint committee on finance, this subcom- 
mittee having in charge the preparation 
of the revenue bill. Senator London was 
asked to give some of the principal fea- 
tures of the bill as the subcommittee 
will present it Monday and replied: 

“The committee has increased the tax 
on cigarettes to 1 cent a thousand agd 
hopes to derive a considerable sum from 
this tax. It has increased the license tax 
on the whisky tax more than double, 
and is preparing machinery to tax the 
whisky itself. 

“The mercantile license tax Is abolish- 
ed and the committee has cranged the 
schedule A tax on gross sales so as toe 
graduate it and make it fall more lightly 
on small merchants. This tax has not 
been equal The 
abolished on a number of vocations such 
as dealers in fresh meats, wood, auction- 
eers, etc. 

“As to circuses we have made what 
I think is an excellent change. Hereto- 
fore, circuses have dodged the tax of 
$200 a day by claiming that they were 
not circuses, but merely exhibitions of 
trained animals, and paid only $0. We 
that all circuses charging over 50 
cents admission, including reserved seats, 
shall pay $200 a day. 

“We have incréased the tax rate on 
express and telegraph companies. We 
say that no cc@nty or town shall levy 
a license tax on corporations. There has 
been a very general demand throughout 
the state for suck a change and we 
thought it but fair to make it. 

“The part of the act relating to the 
courts, etc., and reports from corpora- 
tions will be put in th@’machinery act, 
where they belong, with some amend- 
ments. The full committee will, of 
course, give hearings to gny one who 
may desire it as regards tie bill.’’

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MAY CEDE IT TO GOVERNMENT. 


Part of Erie Canai May Be Used as 
Ship Canal. 

Albany, N. Y., February 8.—The ques- 
tion of the possibility of practically ced- 
ing a small portion of the Erie canal 
to the United States government for 
ship canal purposes, in spite of the 
prohibition of the constitution, is 
answered in the affirmative by Attorney 
General Cuneen in an opinion forwarded 
to Major Thomas W. Symons, head of 
the United States engineering corps of 
Buffalo district. The question arose 
in connection with the plan of construct- 
ing a deep ship canal from the head- 
waters of Niagara river to the navigable 
parts farther down stream. The letter 
clears away many obstacles that ap- 
peared to be insurmountable and assures 
the saving of. both money and time. At- 
torney. General Cuneen says: 

“IT think that part of the Erie canal 
which is within the boundaries of the 
proposed Black Rock canal could _ be 
abandoned by the canal board of the 
State and the land ceded to the general 
government. This cession should be 
drawn, however, as to amply safeguard 
the right of the state to receive water 
from the canal to be constructed by the 
national government at Black Rock to 
supply the Erie canal and also to secure 
the right to teams drawing canal boats 
to pass along the bank of the proposed 
canal.”’

Not- 
withstanding many new banks have come 
into existence; it is pointed ort by 
Finances Minister Limantour that it is 
still the custom In many parts of the 
country among merchants’ and wealthy 
private persons to keep large amounts of 
coined silver in private safes. An effort 
will be made to ascertain scientifically 
the amount of currency, both metallic 
and paper, which the country requires 
for its business.

Sae paid no atten- 
tion to wnat the fortune teller had said 
her, on'y mentioning in 4 casual way 
what kind of a future had been predicted 
for her, and also speaking of what had 
been said in regard to accidents. Noth- 
ing more was thought of the matter un- 
til after the serieus accident yesterday 
morning, when tur prediction of the for- 
tune teller was recalled. 


A Second Prediction.

Deer Galore in Virginia. 


Baltimore Herald: The housekeepers 
of the Old Dominion, particularly those 
of Richmond and cities in the eastward, 
have noted the fact that there is more 
venison on the meat stalls than for many 
years. In Richmond it may be had upon 
call almost as readily as beef. It has 
been twenty seasons at least since this 
was true before. 

Most of the venison this year comes 
from Powhatan, Chesterfield and Gooch- 
land counties, less than forty miles above 
the Virginia capital. It is bought by the 
Richmond dealers at 10 cents a pound. 
An average deer will weigh about fifty 
pounds. 

It is a common remark in Powhatan 
now that it is almost as easy to start a 
deer as it is a rabbit. The boys of that 
section have familiarized themselves 
with the habits of the animals, and It ts 
rare that one of them escapes. 

The boys hunt, as a rule, in quartets, 
and share alike in the proceeds. They 
will station themselves along the route 
that they know the deer will take, and 
if one of them misses, another will put 
the bullet true. 

It is not uncommon for a party of this 
sort to kit! four deer a day. In some 
sections men going to work on their 
farms start on® or two deer before re-

Each of the players will have a long

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Knoxville, Tenn., February 8.—(Special,) 
The magnificent passenger station of the 
Southern railway. which has been under 
construction for more than one year, was 
formally opened this week, and all trains 
entering Knoxville over the Southern and 
its allied now come into and go 
out of station. For several months 
the officials have been strenuously urging 
the contractors to complete the building 
and turn it over for use, but numerous de- 
lays have made it impossible to open it 
before today. The depot represents an 
Outlay of about $100,000, when the building 
itself, the parking of the grounds about 
it and the rearrangement of the track- 
age made necessary: are all figured. It 
stands as a credit to the Southern rail- 
way and to Knoxville, one of the most 
enterprising and important cities on its 
entire big system. 

This depot comes after many 
hard work and anticipation on the part 
of Knoxville people. Its: need has been 
nanifest, and the railway officials them- 
admitted, long this build- 
ing was pianned, that a new passenger 
station was an absolute necessity here 
as weil aS a deserved improvement 
for Knoxville. Though the station that 
is now being abandoned igs, tn some reé- 
spects, superior to many that are found 
In the south, that which has just been 
completed will make the traveling pub- 
lic realize more than ever the Inefficien- 
cy of the old structure and sheds. For 
many years, until 1888, trains arrived and 
departed from a large car shed, possible 
two-thirds as large as the Atlanta c&r 
shed, about which so much of an unfa- 
vorable nature has been said during Tre- 
cent years. In 1888 the officials of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia de- 
termined to give Knoxville a new depot. 
The Atkin house, a hotel which was prac- 
tically within the railroad inclosure and 
which was separated from the yards Dy 
a small lawn, was purchased 
was converted into a depot and Office 
building. It was thoroughly rem, ‘deled 
and it has served the purpose of a depot 
tne fall of 1888. The place occu- 
pied by the lawn was thrown into the 
vards, and a shed erected over it. The 
large shed, above referred to, was re- 
moved to Atlanta, where it was erected 
in compection with the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia freight ware houses. 


Atlanta Man Contractor. 

It was largely due to the efforts of 
Major IF. K. Huger, now general super- 
intendent of the Soaboard Air Line, who 
was at that time superintendent of @he 
Knoxviile division of the Southern, that 
the new depot of today was made a pos- 
sibility. Major Huger strongly recom- 
mended the erection of the station, and 
before he left the service of the Southern 
in December, 1900, the preliminary plans

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Ewing, the pres- 
who came 
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had been made. C. L. 
ent efficient superintendent, 
to this division from Selma, 
Major Huger's successor, at once took 
up the new depot matter and the con- 
tract was awarded to Nicholas Ittner, of 
Atlanta in May of 181. Work was begun 
September following, and it has been 
pushed as fast as possible since that time. 
Mr. Ewing has given the depot his per- 
sonal attention, and he has done every- 
thing possible to have it built to meet all 
the present requirements and to accom- 
modate the Southern’s business here for 
several years to come. 

The new station faces Depot avenue, a 
thoroughfare that parallels the Southern's 
property. As indicated in the cut, the 
railroad yards are lower than the street, 
and a beautiful terrace slopes from the 
grade to the street to.the yards below. 
The second or main floor of the depot is 
on a level with the street, and it is reach- 
ed by a very handsome and massive via- 
duct of brick and stone, supported by 
four large arches. The buildings is about 
1” feet-from the street, and being unob- 
structed by other buildings, it naturally 
presents a very imposing sight. The en- 
trance to the bullding, which is by way 
of thfe.viadmct from Depot avenue, is but 
half a square from the Gay street bridge 
over the railroad tracks, and Gay street 
is the main business thoroughfare of the 
city. 

Sumptuous Waiting Reom. 

Entering the depot from the viaduct,

this hall is the general waiting room for 
the white people. It is 50 feet square, is 
elaborately tiled with Tennessee marble, 
has panels in the ceiling, art glass effects 
in the window transoms, a massive brick 
of colonial design and beautiful

Opening into the general waiting room, 
from the far end, are the ladies’ par- 
lor and the gentlemen's smoking room. 
Connected with each of these are toilet 
rooms, all of which are equipped in 
handsome east Tennessee marble fix- 
tures. 

On the right of the entrance hall the 
same general arrangement is mad» for 
the accommodation of the colored pas- 
sengers. The general waiting room Is 
50 fect square, as is the case for the 


whites, and retiring rooms are also pro-, 


vided for the men and women. 

At the end of the entrance hall, and 
opposite the entrance itself and between 
the two general waiting rooms, is the 
ticket office. 


Dining Room. 

On the ground floor, which is on a level 
with the tracks, the stairways from 
above land in a very large hall leading 
into the train sheds and also connecting 
with the entrance into the court where 
cabs stand, and into the baggae room 
and dining room. The dining room, which 
is immediately under the negroe’s gen- 
eral waiting room, has been decorated in 
green and white, and it is a very appe- 
tizing environment. 

The dining room also has two en- 
trances into the train shed, one of which 
is within the gate Inclosure’ through 
which inclosure all must pass to go and 
come from trains. 

Beneath the retiring and toilet sooms 
for the colored are located the kitchen, 
store room, butlery, etc., connected with 
the dining room, 


Baggage Room. 

Under the white people’s general wait- 
ing room is ‘located the baggage room, 
exactly the size of the waiting room 
above. Something new is shown in this 
apartment, Instead of the walls being 
plastered they are of a very hard burn- 
ed pressed brick, such that will be able 
to withstand the rough treatment the 
walls are sure to receive from trunks 
being stored !n the room. The room Ix 
large, well lighted and is superior to 
the baggage apartments found in the 
majority of stations. 

The room beneath the white people's 
toilet and retiring rooms is given to the 
Southern Express Company, and, like 
the baggage room, it has large doors 
opening both into the shed and the cab 
and wagon court, from which the street 
is reached by an easy grade about one 
square in length. 

There is an ‘‘annex’’ on either end of 
the building, and this annex is only 
one story in height. In the annex back 
of the diping room end is located the 
telegraph office. Adjacent to the tele- 
graph office is the conductors’ and train- 
men’s box room, and a room where the 
trainmen may enjoy themselves socially 
while waiting for duty. 

In the annex beyond therexpress room 
is located large apartments for the 
United States mai] and the news com- 
pany that runs its agents on the South- 
ern’s trains. 


Platforms Between Tracks. 

The “umbrella sheds’ are used beside 
and between the tracks at the depot, 
On account of these tracks having te 
be used for considerable freight busi- 
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ness it was deemed advisable not to use 
the large shed such as is constructed 
in some cities. Large platforms, com- 
pletely covering the tracks and the 
space between the sheds have been laid. 
The trackage is sufficient to accommo- 
Gate as many as six trains, three going 
east and three west. at one time, 

In the center of the building is ap im- 
posing tower. about 10 feet high. It. 
is the intention of the railway official~ 
to install a Jarge modern clock in the 
tower, 

The building was designed by Frank P. 
Milburn, the Southern’s architect, whore 
offices are in Columbia, S. C. It is said 
that this station is very similar to the 
one the Southern ha sbuilt in Cqjumbia. 


MEET TO BE HELD AT ATHENS. 


Rules for State Track Meet Have 
Been Arranged. 

Emory College, Oxford, Ga., February 
8.—(Special.)—It has been decided to hold 
the Georgia state track and field meet 
at Athens under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Athletic Association. 
The management of the Emory track 
team received notiee this week from Man- 
ager Hull, of Georgia, that he would take 
the meet ‘for this year, under the follow- 
ing contract, which has been sent to the 
managers of Mercer, Emory and Tech 
teams: 

The Georgia state meet for 1908 shall 
be held at Athens, Ga., under the aus- 
pices of the University of Georgia Ath- 
letic Association. 

Bach team participating shall receive 
its pro rata of the gate receipts. 

Rules of the Southern Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association shall govern this 
meet, : 

The home team, in this case the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, shall bear all ¢x- 
penses of meet, such as printing, adver- 
tising, ete. 

Semi-finals shall be run in the 100 and 
20-yard dashes, the 40-yard run, the 120 
and 220-yard hurdles. The first three men 
in each semi-final of each event shall 
compose the entries of the final. 

This meet shall beheld on a date agreed 
upon by the managers of the entering 
teams. 

This contract has been signed and re- 
turned to Manager Hull by the local man- 
agement and as goon as Mercer and 
Tech have done the same, the date and 
all final arrangements will be made for 
the meet. 

Up to the latest moment no word has 
been received from Mercer in regard to 
the event, but it is earnestly hoped by 
all the students of Emory that she will 
send her track team to this meet in pref- 
erence to any other of the year, as it is 
the desire of those in charge to make 
this meet purely a state one without 
leaving any of the ‘big four’’ of Geor- 
gia out. 

Mercer’s decision in regard to this meet 
will bo awaited with mutch interest, both 


at Georgia and Emory, but should she 
decide not to enter a team the meet will 
be made a three-cornered one between 
Tech, Emory and the university. 


JACK SULLIVAN IN JAIL. 


Man Who Killed Uncle in Feud Is 


Denied Bond.

For the Blind. 

A report made by Mr. Boutelle upon a 
hill that books for the blind 
shall have the freedom of the mails pre- 
Sents some, interesting figures. 

The census figures show that there are 
in the United States 100,945 blind people, 
of whom 3,338 reside in Georgia. Since 
these figures were published correspond- 
ence has been conducted to verify them. 
While the total as identified by this cor- 
respondence does not reach the figures 
reported by the census it does show 
that there are approximately 80,000 blind 
persons in the United States and between 
~,000 and 3,000 of whom reside in Georgia. 

Persons who have been interested in 
the welfare of the blind have for same 
time been endeavoring to perfect plans 
by which books which they can read 
shall be sent to them through a sort of 
extended circulating library. In discuss- 
ing this measure Mr. Boutelle says: 

“The great cost of books printed for 
the blind places them beyond the reach 
of any but the wealthy. <A dictionary, 
for example, sells for $50, an English 
grammar for $10, and a Bible sells at 
for $7. The character of type in 
which books for the blind are printed 
makes them very cumbersome. Robin- 
son's arithmetic, for example, appears

-in six volumes, the Bible in eleven vol- 


umes, and the dictionary in eighteen vol. 
umes. The expense, therefore, and great 
amount of space which these books oc- 
cupy make it impossible for the great 
majority of blind persons to possess a 
library containing any considerable num- 
ber of books. 

“The national government has already 
°stablished a precedent for philanthropic 
legislation of this character in behalf 
9f the blind. For some years the inter- 
°st on $260,000 has been given annually 
to the American Printing House for the 
Blind at Louisville, Ky. This sum of 
$10,000 a year is used for printing books 
for the blind, which are distributed pro 
rata among the schools for the _ blind. 
There are thirty-two public schools and 
five private schools for the education of 
the blind which receive the books pub- 
lished with this fund. 
these schools are trustees of the fund 
and appoint a publication commitee. This 
committee selects the books that are to 
be published. There are in these schools 
about 4,000 pupils. This bill simply en- 
larges the scope and efficiency of the 
work for the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the blind already undertaken by 
the general government. There is nv 
daily paper published in the country in 
‘haracters for the blind, only one weekly 
and three monthly papers.
